Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  report  to  you  on  the  health  of  the  district 
for  the  year  1966. 

There  were  580  cases  of  infectious  diseases  notified  and  confirmed 
during  the  year,  less  than  half  last  year’s  total  and  283  less  than  the 
average  for  the  previous  five  years. 

Measles  was  responsible  for  358  or  61.7%  of  the  cases,  compared 
with  1,062  cases  in  1965,  while  Scarlet  Fever  accounted  for  48  or 
7.3%  compared  with  66  cases  in  the  previous  year. 

There  were,  however,  141  cases  of  Dysentery  (24.3%)  during  the 
year  including  a sharp  outbreak  in  an  Infants’  School  in  Beeston  towards 
the  close  of  the  winter  term.  The  County  Public  Health  Inspector 
undertook  the  introduction  of  a stringent  hygienic  routine  in  the  school 
while  home  visits  were  carried  out  by  the  officers  of  this  department. 

Faecal  samples  from  35  children,  representing  25%  of  the  school’s 
population,  gave  positive  results.  The  measures  taken  proved  successful 
and  the  epidemic  died  out  early  in  the  new  year. 

Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  was  responsible  for  only  8 notifications, 
a figure  even  lower  than  last  year’s  record  figure.  Once  again  there  were 
two  deaths. 

The  total  figure  for  road  accidents  again  increased  and  if  compared 
with  the  numbers  of  even  five  years  ago  makes  very  sad  reading.  Of  the 
508  such  accidents  111  resulted  in  serious  injuries  and  there  were  five 
fatalities. 

The  geriatric  clinic  was  continued  during  the  year  but  once  again 
the  numbers  attending  averaged  at  only  three  per  session. 
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The  effluent  from  both  sewage  farms  which  had  been  a source  of 
trouble  in  the  previous  year  remained  a problem.  An  attempt  to  combat 
the  occasional  pungency  of  slow  drying  sludge  at  the  Stapleford  Works 
was  made  by  the  installation  of  sprays  using  a solution  of  essential 
oils  and  odour  absorbents  but  the  results  were  not  an  unqualified 
success. 

I am  indebted  to  Mr.  Sidney  Clement  Moppett  (Engineer  and 
Surveyor)  for  the  following  short  report ; 

“Beeston  Sewage  Works 

These  works  at  present  are  failing  to  reach  River  Authority 
standard  due  primarily  to  a deficiency  in  humus  tank  capacity.  An 
application  for  loan  sanction  for  additional  humus  tanks  is  at  present 
before  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government. 


Investigations  are  proceeding  into  the  trade  effluent  which  is 
received  from  Messrs.  Boots  Pure  Drug  Co.  Ltd.,  to  secure  a reduction 
in  the  strength  of  this  effluent  prior  to  treatment  by  the  disposal  plant. 

Stapleford  Sewage  Works 

This  works  is  producing  an  effluent  very  close  to  the  River  Auth- 
ority standard  and  the  plating  wastes  which  have  caused  difficulty  in 
the  past  are  now  under  control. 


Difficulty  is  at  present  being  experienced  with  the  cold  sludge 
digestion  process  and  consultations  are  in  progress  with  the  Water 
Pollution  Research  Laboratorv  on  this  matter.” 


Plantar  Warts 

During  the  year  a great  number  of  children  developed  Plantar 
Warts  and  the  Public  Swimming  baths  seemed  a probable  source  of 
infection.  As  a preventive  method  the  floors  and  foot  baths  have  been 
treated  with  “Vanodin”.  Prior  to  this  the  foot  baths  were  charged 
with  a 20%  Saline  solution  but  this  was  discontinued  when  the  Vanodin 
was  introduced.  As  the  incubation  period  of  these  verrucae  may  be  a 
long  one  it  is  too  early  to  assess  the  results  of  this  method  of  prophylaxis. 

The  feet  of  school  children  attending  the  baths  are  inspected  prior 
to  swimming  sessions  and  they  are  excluded  where  necessary. 

The  large  numbers  attending  public  swimming  sessions  make 
routine  inspeetion  impractical  and  bathers  are  requested  not  to  attend 
the  baths  if  they  are  suffering  from  this  condition  or  from  athlete’s 
foot.

The  Birth  Rate  and  Death  Rate  are  lower  than  at  any  time  during 
the  past  five  years. 

Of  the  513  deaths  occurring  during  1966,  328,  representing 
62.4%,  occurred  in  persons  over  65  years  of  age,  while  192,  or  37.4%, 
occurred  in  people  who  had  passed  their  75th  birthday. 

The  Infant  Mortality  Rate,  (19.87  compared  with  13.45)  is  above 
last  year’s  figure  and  the  average  for  the  past  five  years  (15.66).  The 
Stillbirth  figure  also  is  higher  than  at  any  time  during  the  past  five 
years,  being  16.0  compared  with  12.55,  the  average  for  this  period.

59%  of  the  deaths  occurred  in  the  Neo-natal  period  and  during 
the  first  week  of  life.  In  this  group,  five  infants  had  congenital  mal- 
formations, six  were  premature  and  the  remaining  two  died  of 
pneumonia. 

Of  the  nine  children  surviving  the  first  month  of  life,  one  had  a 
congenital  abnormality  and  three  died  of  pneumonia  and  four  by 
various  accidents  and  one  from  bronchitis  and  enteritis.

Ambulance  Facilities.  The  Nottinghamshire  County  Council 
have  a comprehensive  co-ordinated  Ambulance  Service  covering  the 
whole  of  the  administrative  County  Area. 


The  ambulance  requirements  of  the  Beeston  and  Stapleford 
Urban  District  are  in  the  main  covered  by  the  vehicles  and  personnel 
of  the  Beeston  Ambulance  Depot.  The  vehicle  establishment  of  this 
Depot  is  three  ambulances  and  1 large  and  2 small  dual-purpose 
vehicles.

tL'lcphonc  by  dialling  99b  or  O according  to  tlic  ilisc  on  the  iiisiruincnt. 
'The  caller  should  ask  tor  “ Ambulance  ” and  when  required  should 
give  the  telephone  number,  as  indicated  on  the  instrument,  together 
with  his  name  and  address.  On  connection  with  the  Ambulance 
Service,  the  nature  of  the  emergency  and  the  address  (or  exact  location 
in  the  case  of  an  accident)  to  which  an  ambulance  should  be  sent, 
should  be  clearly  stated.

Home  Help  Service 


At  the  time  of  writing,  1 full  time  and  55  part  time  Home  Helps 
are  employed  by  the  Nottinghamshire  County  Council  in  this  district. 

Home  Helps  are  available  for  households  where  domestic  help 
is  required  owing  to  the  presence  of  any  person  who  is  ill,  lying-in, 
an  expectant  mother,  mentally  defective,  aged,  or  a child  not  over 
compulsory  school  age.  The  charge  for  their  services  is  now 
4/6d  per  hour,  but  the  County  Council’s  Scale  of  Assistance  is 
applied  in  cases  where  the  householder  is  unable  to  afford  the  standard 
charge. 

A Sub-Organiser  and  a Case-Worker  are  employed  in  this  district 
and  have  office  accommodation  at  Dovecote  Lane  Clinic,  Beeston. 
The  telephone  number  is  Nottingham  256603.

Day  Nursery 

There  is  one  fifty-place  non-residential  Day  Nursery  within  the 
district,  this  being  at  Beeston.  There  is  a waiting  list  at  the  time  of 
writing. 

Care  of  Premature  Infants 

The  provision  of  draught-proof  cots  with  hot-water  bottles, 
blankets,  etc.,  and  an  ambulance  is  made  for  all  premature  infants 
requiring  transportation  to  hospital.  They  are  accompanied  by  a 
Midwife  or  Health  Visitor. 

Similarly  equipped  cots  are  provided  for  such  infants  nursed  at 
home. 

The  services  of  a Consultant  Paediatrician  are  available  when 
required.

The  Geriatric  Ci.inic 

The  old  persons  Clinic  has  continued  throughout  the  year  when 
42  clinical  sessions  were  held.  There  were  58  attendances  by  males 
and  61  by  females,  a total  of  119.  This  represents  an  average  of  just 
under  3 per  session,  a number  not  significantly  changed  from  last  year. 
However  only  25%  of  these  were  people  attending  for  the  first  time. 

Sixteen  persons  were  referred  for  audiogram  examinations  and 
most  subsequently  attended  Mr.  Neil’s  Clinic  at  the  General  Hospital 
and  were  prescribed  hearing  aids. 

Thirteen  were  referred  to  their  General  Practitioner  for  treatment 
of  some  disability. 


(b)  Provided  by  Other  Bodies 


Rheumatism  Clinic 

A Rheumatism  Clinic  held  in  the  Chilwell  Memorial  Hall  is 
run  by  the  British  Red  Cross  Detachment  and  is  held  on  Saturday 
afternoons  during  the  months  October  to  May. 

Nursing  in  The  Home 

1.  Infectious  Diseases.  All  cases  of  Infectious  Disease  which 
cannot  effectively  be  isolated  at  home  and  nursed  by  members  of  the 
household  are  removed  to  Isolation  Hospitals.  No  assistance  is 
available  from  any  other  source  for  nursing  infectious  disease  cases 
at  home. 

2.  General.  There  are  ten  district  nurses  operating  in  the  dis" 
trict,  five  appointed  by  the  Beeston  Nursing  Association,  three  by  the 
Chilwell,  Attenborough  and  Toton  Nursing  Association,  and  two 
by  the  Stapleford  Nursing  Association.  These  Associations  function 
on  behalf  of  the  Local  Health  Authority. 


Laboratory  Facilities 

Specimens  from  cases  or  suspected  cases  of  Diphtheria,  Tuber- 
culosis, Enteric  Fever,  Cerebro-spinal  Fever,  Pneumonia,  Dysentery, 
Food  Poisoning  and  complications  of  Pregnancy  and  the  Puerperium 
are  sent  for  examination  at  the  Public  Health  Laboratory,  City  and 
Sherwood  Hospitals,  Hucknall  Road,  Nottingham.  There  is  no 
charge  for  this  service.  A small  stock  of  tubes,  swabs,  etc.,  for  these 
purposes  is  kept  at  the  Health  Department,  Beeston. 


Scabies  and  Pediculosis 

The  Scabies  Clinic  at  Bramcote  continues  to  function.  On  receipt 
of  a request  from  the  Local  Medical  Practitioners,  Factory  Medical 
Officers,  School  Medical' Officers  or  any  other  source,  arrangements 
are  made  for  those  concerned  to  attend  at  the  Special  Scabies  Clinic 
at  Bramcote  Recreation  Ground  for  treatment. 

The  patients  are  given  a hot  bath  and  are  treated  twice,  usually 
on  successive  days,  with  Benzyl  Benzoate. 

A Benzyl  Benzoate  product  with  a vanishing  cream  base  has  been 
used  successfully  on  very  small  children  for  whom  the  normal  25% 
Benzoate  emulsion  proves  too  irritating. 

Lethane  Oil  or  other  preparations  are  still  supplied  free  to  cases 
of  Pediculosis. 
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The  Marie  Curie  Memoriae  Foundation  Day  and  Night 

Nursing  Service 

The  object  of  this  service  is  to  assist  in  the  care  of  cancer  patients 
being  nursed  in  their  own  homes. 

A register  of  women  with  some  nursing  experience  who  are  avail- 
able for  day  and/or  night  duty  has  been  compiled  by  the  County 
Health  Department.  The  service  is  free  but  a donation  can  be  made 
to  the  funds  of  the  Foundation  if  desired. 

The  service  is  administered  through  the  County  Health  Depart- 
ment and  the  Superintendent  of  the  Nottinghamshire  Nursing 
Federation. 

Health  Education 

The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector 
have  given  several  talks  during  the  year  to  school  children  and  organisa- 
tions within  the  area. 

I am  indebted  to  the  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  to 
Mr.  N.  S.  Wass,  the  County  Health  Education  Officer,  for  the  following 
report  of  their  work  in  this  field  within  the  district. 

91  meetings  were  held  during  the  period  under  review,  when  the 
following  subjects  were  dealt  with  : Air  Pollution;  Accident  Prevention; 
Agricultural  Accidents;  Baby  Care  and  Clothing;  Bottle  Care;  Care  of 
Hair  and  Skin;  Diet;  Dental  Health;  Foot  Health;  Food  Hygiene;  Gen- 
eral Health;  Immunisation  and  Vaccination;  Maternity  and  Child 
Welfare;  Mental  Health;  Personal  Hygiene;  Sex  Education;  Sewage 
Disposal. 

Films  used  included  : Another  case  of  poisoning;  Care  of  the  Feet; 
To  Janet — A Son;  My  True  Account;  Your  Children’s  Sleep;  Nothing 
to  Eat  but  Food;  Growing  Girls;  Growing  Up;  Quarter  Million 
Teenagers;  Most  Precious  Gift;  Phenylketonuria;  Medicine,  With 
Care;  Pulse  of  Life;  Maganga;  Surprise  Attack;  Smoking  and  You; 
Let’s  Keep  our  Teeth;  Sense  of  Belonging;  Jenny  Comes  Home; 
Teenagers’  Feet. 

Literature  on  various  subjects  was  issued  at  these  meetings,  e.g. 
Accident  Prevention;  Prevention  of  Disease;  Foot  Health  and  Hygiene; 
Dental  Health;  Immunisation  and  Vaccination;  Maternity  and  Child 
Welfare;  Smoking;  General  Health;  Food;  Food  and  Drink  Infection; 
Infectious  Diseases;  Cervical  Cytology. 

As  will  be  seen  from  the  above,  the  number  of  meetings  during  the 
period  has  increased  appreciably. 

To  cover  some  of  this  extra  work  the  help  of  the  Health  Visitors 
in  the  area  has  been  invaluable,  especially  where  schools  have  been 
concerned. 

Considering  the  list  of  films  used  it  still  seems  evident  that  this 
form  of  visual  aid  is  most  useful  for  stressing  salient  points  in  many 
subjects,  and  concerning  the  particular  childbirth  film  ‘Janet’  it  has 
been  interesting  to  note  that  there  have  been  several  mixed  meetings 
of  young  expectant  parents. 
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SECTION  “C” 

Prevalence  of,  and  Control  Over,  Infectious  and  other  Diseases 

On  receipt  of  notification  of  an  Infectious  Disease  the  following 

procedure  is  put  into  practice  : — 

In  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever,  Poliomyelitis,  Cerebro-Spinal 
Fever  or  Diphtheria,  etc.,  the  home  of  the  patient  is  visited 
by  one  of  the  Public  Health  Inspectors,  who  reports  regard- 
ing the  home  conditions,  contacts,  and  the  advisability  of  re- 
moval to  hospital.  Swabs  are  taken  where  necessary  and  sent 
to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  for  investigation  for  bacteria, 
and  the  Health  Department  arrange  the  removal  to  hospital 
of  all  cases  requiring  hospital  treatment  or  isolation. 
The  Health  Visitor  and/or  School  Nurse  is  also  notified 
of  all  appropriate  cases,  and  it  is  her  duty  to  visit  and 
educate  the  parents  regarding  contact  periods,  isolation 
periods,  and  to  follow  up  school  and  pre-school  contacts 
who  are  susceptible. 

Disinfection  of  premises  and  library  books  is  carried  out  by 
the  staff  of  the  Health  Department  as  and  when  necessary. 
Head  teachers  of  the  schools  in  the  district  are  notified  of 
all  cases  of  infection  occurring  amongst  their  children. 
They,  too,  are  required  to  notify  the  Health  Department 
of  any  cases  of  infection  occurring  in  their  schools  as  soon 
as  they  become  aware  of  such. 

In  cases  of  Measles  and  Whooping  Cough  the  Public  Health 
Inspector  does  not  visit,  but  an  informative  letter  is  sent  to 
the  parents  instructing  them  in  the  duties  of  isolation  and 
quarantine,  and  pointing  out  the  penalties  for  neglect. 

The  Health  Visitor  and/or  School  Nurse  visit  cases  of  Whoop- 
ing Cough,  to  ensure  that  adequate  isolation  is  maintained. 
Wherever  possible  in  cases  of  suspected  food  poisoning 
all  utensils  and  all  food  still  remaining  from  meals  taken 
during  the  24  hours  preceding  the  onset  of  symptoms 
are  submitted  for  examination. 

In  the  event  of  an  epidemic  of  food  poisoning,  dysentery, 
etc.,  the  co-operation  of  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  staff 
is  requested. 

Gamma  Globulin  is  available  at  the  Public  Health  Labora- 
tory for  the  induction  of  possible  immunity  in  appropriate 
cases  e.g.  expectant  mothers  in  the  early  months  of  pregnancy, 
who  are  contacts  of  German  Measles  and  have  not  had 
the  infection.

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES 


1.  Acute  Anterior  Poliomyelitis 

There  was,  for  the  seventh  year  in  succession,  no  case  of  polio- 
myelitis in  this  area. 

2.  Diphtheria 

No  case  of  diphtheria  has  been  notified  during  the  past  fifteen 
years.  It  is,  however,  essential  to  maintain  the  highest  possible  level 
of  immunisation  if  this  very  satisfactory  state  of  affairs  is  to  continue. 

3.  Dysentery 

There  were  141  cases  of  dysentery  confirmed  during  the  year.

4.  Food  Poisoning 

Nine  cases  of  Food  Poisoning  were  notified  during  the  year  and 
during  investigation  another  nine  were  ascertained.  Two  family  out- 
breaks totalling  five  cases  were  due  to  Salmonellae  Typhi-murium; 
one  family  outbreak  in  which  three  persons  were  infected  was  due  to 
Salmonellae  Stanley  and  one  family  outbreak  involving  two  persons 
was  due  to  Salmonellae  Panama.  Five  single  cases  were  due  to  Salm. 
Typhi-murium,  Salm.  Newport,  Salm.  Heidelberg,  Salm.  Liverpool 
and  Salm.  Meleagridis  respectively;  while  two  further  single  cases 
were  due  to  Salm.  Stanley  and  in  one  case  the  causal  agent  was  not 
ascertained. 


5.  Measles 

There  were  358  cases  of  measles  notified  during  the  year.  80% 
of  these  occurred  in  the  first  and  second  quarters.  One  child  was 
admitted  to  hospital  and  recovered. 

6.  Puerperal  Pyrexia 

There  was  no  case  of  puerperal  pyrexia  notified  during  the  year. 
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7.  Scarlet  Fever 

'rhere  were  48  cases  of  scarlet  fever,  18  less  than  last  year  but 
slightly  above  the  average  figure  fo*-  the  past  five  years. 

8.  Smallpox 

No  case  of  smallpox  was  notified  during  the  year. 

y.  Tuberculosis 

Eight  cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  were  notified  during  the 
year,  a figure  lower  than  any  time  in  the  history  of  the  district.

I have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  report  on  the  work  of  the 
Department  during  1966,  my  twenty-fifth  year  with  this  Authority. 


SECTION  “D” 

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 
The  Clean  Air  Act,  1956 

Smoke  Control  Areas.  Once  more  I am  able  to  report  progress 
in  this  most  important  field.  Another  Smoke  Control  Order,  our  ninth, 
has  been  confirmed  by  the  Minister  and  becomes  operative  on  1st 
October,  1967.  The  latest  area  covers  the  central  area  of  Stapleford. 
This  means  that  3,946  acres  out  of  a total  of  6,468,  i.e.  61  % of  the  area 
of  the  district,  and  containing  some  10,243  houses  out  of  a total  of 
18,846,  i.e.  54%,  are  now  subject  to  Smoke  Control  Orders.  The  details 
are  as  follows  :

Work  is  well  advanced  on  our  tenth  area  which  will  bring  in  the 
central  part  of  the  district  including  parts  of  Chilwell,  Bramcote  and 
Beeston  North. 
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Iniproveinents  in  industry  are  also  proceeding  steadily. 

A study  of  the  following  tables  shows  that  the  level  of  Air  Pollution 
in  1966  has  fallen,  compared  with  1965,  which  in  turn  was  lower  than 
1964. 

This  district  can  be  justly  proud  of  its  progress  towards  Clean 
Air  and  I would  here  like  to  pay  tribute  to  Mr.  John  Grimditch,  one 
of  your  Public  Health  Inspectors,  who  has  worked  very  hard  and 
conscientiously  for  this  cause  for  the  past  six  years  and  to  whose  zeal 
and  enthusiasm  much  of  our  progress  is  owed.  Mr.  Grimditch  left 
the  Department  in  April,  1967  to  emigrate  to  Tasmania  and  although 
his  departure  was  a loss  to  the  district  I wish  him  every  success  in  his 
new  appointment  in  Launceston,  Tasmania.

With  the  exception  of  a few  isolated  properties,  the  whole  of  the 
district  obtains  its  water  from  the  Nottingham  Corporation.  The 
supply  has  been  satisfactory  in  quality  and  quantity,  has  no  plumbo- 
solvent  action  and  no  complaints  have  been  received. 

Two  samples  of  drinking  water  were  taken  during  the  year,  one 
being  submitted  to  the  Public  Analyst  and  one  to  the  Public  Health 
Laboratory.  Both  samples  were  satisfactory. 

PUBLIC  CLEANSING  AND  SALVAGE 
Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal 

Provision  of  dustbins.  In  1949  the  Council  adopted  a scheme  for 
the  provision  of  dustbins  under  Section  75  (3)  of  the  Public  Health 
Act,  1936.  For  an  annual  charge  of  five  shillings  the  Council  became 
responsible  for  the  provision  and  replacement  of  bins  if  the  person 
responsible  wished  to  join  the  scheme.  This  scheme  was  a great  advance 
on  that  operating  previously,  where  owners  or  occupiers  were  required 
to  provide  their  own  bins,  and  long  delays  occurred,  and  even  Court 
actions  were  necessary  to  obtain  replacement. 

From  1st  April,  1967,  this  scheme  has  been  replaced  by  a still 
better  one  where  all  dustbins  for  domestic  premises  are  provided  by 
the  Local  Authority,  the  cost  being  met  from  the  Rates.  This  scheme 
will  save  a great  deal  of  time  in  both  the  Treasurer’s  and  Health 
Departments.  The  Report  of  the  Working  Partv  on  Refuse  Storage  and 
Collection  issued  in  May  1967  includes  a recommendation  that  all 
Local  Authorities  should  adopt  this  system. 

The  collection  service  has  on  the  whole  proceeded  smoothly  but 
labour  difficulties  have  on  occasions  caused  collections  to  fall  below 
our  seven-day  standard.  Our  thanks  are  due  to  the  hard  core  of  our 
refuse  collection  and  disposal  staff  who  carry  out  their  not-too-attrac- 
tive  job  in  an  efficient  and  cheerful  manner  and  have  once  more  given 
us  a year  of  faithful  service. 

For  a long  time  we  have  been  having  difficulty  in  disposing  of  the 
very  large  amounts  of  furniture,  bedding,  etc.  which  arrive  dailv  at 
the  Works  and  to  assist  in  the  disposal  of  this  refuse  an  incinerator 
was  purchased  during  the  year  at  a cost  of  approximately  /'3,00(). 

Refuse  Disposal  Plant 

I reported  to  the  Health  Committee  during  the  year  that  our 
Destructor  Plant  was  working  to  capacity  and  that  we  were  having 
difficulty  in  coping  with  the  volume  of  refuse  coming  in.  It  was  also 
reported  that  as  the  Plant  was  first  built  in  1915  (over  fifty  years  ago) 
and  extended  in  1935  it  is  hopelessly  out-of-date  and  consideration 
must  be  given  to  its  being  replaced  or  extended  and  completely  mod- 
ernised. The  Committee  decided  as  a preliminary  to  visit  some  modern 
plants  and  in  January  visits  were  made  by  five  members  of  the  Com- 
mittee and  appropriate  officials  to  new  plants  at  Kidderminster  and 
Castle  Bromwich.  This  is  a matter  which  should  receive  the  Council’s 
urgent  attention. 


Salvage  of  Waste  Materials 

Total  Sales  of  Salvageable  Materials  during  the  financial  year 
1966/67  amounted  to  //15,614  for  a total  weight  of  2,055  tons.  These 
are  the  highest  figures  since  1960/1. 

Waste  Paper.  Once  more  we  achieved  new  records  in  the  tonnage 
and  value  of  waste  paper  recovered.  1,259  tons  were  salvaged  and  sold 
for  11,524.  There  was  a reduction  of  fifteen  shillings  per  ton  in  the 
price  paid  for  mixed  paper  and  five  shillings  for  fihreboard  from  the 
3rd  April,  1967. 

A new  swing  jib  crane  was  purchased  during  the  year  and  has 
greatly  facilitated  the  loading  on  to  lorries  of  the  bales  of  waste  paper, 
many  of  which  weigh  over  four  hundredweights. 

Baled  Tins.  !\Iany  districts  have  been  unable  to  dispose  of  their 
baled  tins  for  some  time  so  that  we  can  consider  ourselves  very  for- 
tunate to  have  been  able  to  sell  our  entire  recovery  of  some  694  tons 
for  £3,675,  even  though  there  was  a price  reduction  in  November  1966 
of  15/-  per  ton  from  ^5  2s.  Id.  to  ^4  7s.  Id.

The  position  in  the  above  area  which  the  Council  declared  in  1965 
is  as  follows  : 

There  were  in  the  Area  208  houses  of  which  134  were  tenanted 
and  74  were  owner-occupied.  Of  the  134  tenanted  houses,  25  already 
had  full  standard  facilities  and  61  more  have  now  been  fully  improved. 

This  leaves  48  tenanted  houses  still  to  be  improved.  The  Council 
are  negotiating  to  buy  4,  Immediate  Improvement  Notices  have  been 
served  in  17  cases  where  owners  have  taken  no  action  to  carry  out 
improvement,  and  Suspended  Improvement  Notices  in  16  cases 
where  tenants  have  not  been  willing  for  improvements  to  be  carried 
out.  The  other  house  has  become  owner-occupied. 

Of  the  74  owner-occupied  houses,  36  already  had  full  facilities, 
10  have  since  had  them  provided,  which  leaves  28  still  without.  Owner- 
occupied  houses  are  not  subject  to  compulsory  improvement  under  the 
Act.

The  results  obtained  provide  a reliable  guide  in  our  formal 
sampling  of  milk  for  examination  by  the  Public  Analyst  and  permit  a 
much  more  extensive  field  of  investigation  to  be  covered  than  would  be 
possible  if  only  formal  sampling  were  undertaken. 

The  152  milk  samples  had  an  average  composition  of  8.78% 
non-fatty  solids  and  3.64%  fat.
